A  Problem  Of  Progress 

The  education  situation  in  the  State  of  Georgia  is  one 
which  is  of  utmost  importance  and  interest  to  most  df 
the  girls  who  attend  GSCW,  and  especially  io  'those  who 
axe  planning  to  teach  in  Georgia  schools, 

M.  D.  Collins,  sate  superintendent  of  schools,  has  stated 
that  $12,000,000  is  needed  to  pay  teacher's  salaries  and  to 
help  local  communities  in  building  and  improvement  pro¬ 
grams.  He  velieves  that  the  unwillingness  of  teachers  to 
accept  positions  in  smaller  towns  in  Georgia  is  due  to  lack 
cl  teaching  facilities.  He  also  things  that  many  people 
who  might  teach  axe  unwilling  to  do  so  because  of  a  low 
salary  scale  in  the  teaching  profession. 

The  situation  in  colleges  and  universities  is  apparent¬ 
ly  not  as  drastic  as  that  of  elementary  and  secondary 
schools.  However,  Dr.  Goodrich  White  of  Emory  Univer¬ 
sity,  asserts  that  a  great  outlay  of  money  is  necessary  now 
to  insure  Georgia's  future  educational  status. 

Let  us  hope  that  when  the  general  assembly  meets  in- 
January,  steps  will  be  taken  which  will  make  for  the  better¬ 
ment  cf  Georgia's  educational  program.  This  is  a  problem 
which  demands  attention.  It  is  a  problem  which,  has  too 
long  been  neglected.

Born  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  in  the  same  year  as  Abra¬ 
ham  Lincoln  was  born  among  the 
new  setters  beyond  the  western' 
ridge,  he  grew  up  in  a  period  of 
our  country  ((hat  was  both  alive 
and  vigorous. 

Realizing  the  importece  of  the 
elements  'brought!  togehfer  i)D 
make  Justice  Holmes,  Miss  Math- 
erine  Bowen,  author  of  Yankee 
From  Olympus,  devotes  the  en¬ 
tire  first  part  of  her  book  to  his 
ancestry. 

When  the  reader  is  at  first  in¬ 
troduced  to  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes,  Jr.,  (there  is  no  sudden 
realization  that  here  is  a  person 
who  will  command  his  love  and 
reaped  But  as  the  pages  of 
Holmes*  life  unlolds  there  is  no 
question  of  hjs  remarkable  per¬ 
sonality  teat  thrills  you  because 
jf  its  forcefulness,  sincerity  and 
enthusiasm. 

To  Wendell  Holmes,  learning 


was  always  an  adventure. 

He  spoke  from  e,  vast  source 
of  knowledge  and  hjs  words  were 
words  of  wisdom,  full  of  faith 
and  hope. 

..“Yankee  Prom  Olympus*'  is  an 
effort  to  bring  Justice  Oliver 
Wendell  Holmes  out  of  legal  terms 
into  human  terms.  Miss  Bowen 
has  succeeded  admirably  in  pre¬ 
senting  a  real-life  picture  of 
Holmes  with  his  failings  as  well 
as  his  greatness.  It  is  said  ((he 
Holmes  men  did  not  stand  sflill, 
they  grew.  From  the  roo-fe  of  tfie 
past,  Wendell  Holmes'  life  springs 
a  monument  in  our  country's  his¬ 
tory  of  great  men.
